As  student -teachers  you  have  had  the 
opportunity  of  teaching  in  the  classrooms  of  others ;  now  you  are  about  to 
experience  the  thrill  of  taking  charge  of  a  classroom  of  your  own. 

When,  in  September,  you  walk  into  that  classroom  and  see  before  you 
those  boys  and  girls  who  are  to  be  your  charge  and  your  responsibility  for 
the  next  ten  months,  you  will  be  grateful  for  what  you  have  learned  and  will 
at  the  same  time  be  conscious  of  all  you  still  have  to  learn .     Don't  let  the 
latter  dismay  you.     Think  of  all  the  good  teachers  you  yourself  have  had, 
and  that  they,  too,  were  once  beginners  who  acquired  their  knowledge  and 
their  understanding  through  evaluation  of  each  day's  experience  and  through 
study  of  their  craft. 

Teaching  is  a  profession  in  which  the  thought  of  self  must  be 
subordinated  to  the  ideal  of  service  to  others.    Your  first  duty  will 
always  be  to  your  pupils  in  the  mass  but  to  each  individual—to  the  eager 
little  girl  in  the  front  seat  and  the  slow-moving  lad  at  the  back  of  the 
room.    The  children  whom  you  teach  are,  in  a  very  real  sense,  your  children, 
for  each  of  them  will  carry  on  into  the  next  grade  and  the  next  school  and 
the  occupational  life  beyond  something  of  what  you  have  taught — by  attitude, 
by  precept,  by  example. 

I  have  great  pleasure,  on  behalf  of  my  Department,  in  officially 
welcoming  you  into  the  ranks  of  a  great  profession.      May  you  be  proud  of  it 
and  it  of  you.

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LITERARY  SOCIETY 


Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Loft,  the  Literary  Society 
organized  the  morning  and  Friday  programmes.     During  the  first  part  of  the 
year,  the  Executive  was:  President,  V.  Bryant;  Vice-President,  M.  Acheson; 
Secretary,  Shirley  McGregor;  Room  Representatives,  M.  Hamilton,  D.  Higgs, 
N.  Mclnnis,  F.  Smigol ,  B.  Compton,  E.  Bertram,  I.  Allan,  M.  Biddle,  J.  Soles. 
Students,  as  individuals,  participated  in  the  programmes  over  a  thousand  times. 

The  Society  was  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  N.  Braithwaite,  the  well-known 
English  educationist,  lecture  to  the  Provincial  Normal  School  on  the  similar- 
ities and  differences  in  education  in  England  and  British  Columbia.  The 
greater  and  more  concentrated  population  in  Britain  made  possible  an  early 
division  at  high  school  age  between  those  who  were  likely  to  succeed  in 
academic  studies  and  those  whose  talents  lay  in  other  directions.  Principals 
had  more  autonomy  and  the  curriculum  was  less  tied  by  government  control. 
There  was  much,  said  Mr „  Braithwaite,  that  England  and  British  Columbia  could 
learn  from  each  other.     The  main  difficulty  was  that  we  educated  children  as 
best  we  could  in  the  world  today  but  the  children  would  grow  up  and  live  in 
the  changed  world  of  tomorrow.

"HORSESHOES ,  ANYONE?"

"Well,  how  do  you  like  Canada?"     countless  proud  Canadians  asked  me 
during  the  first  year.     And  they  nodded  wisely  when  I  said  that  this  was 
a  heck  of  a  good  country. 

After  the  probation  period  you  get  some  rest,  and  gradually  you  try 
to  look  like  a  Canadian.    After  five  years  you  are  convinced  you  look  like 
one,  and  when  you  step  out  of  the  Court  House  with  your  citizenship  papers 
you  are  the  proudest  man  in  this  great  country  of  ours.    Ytfhatever  you  were 
before,  no  matter  what  nationality,  you  are  a  Canadian  nowj, 

But  may  I  tell  you  something  about  my  "old  country"?    The  capital  of 
Nederland  (the  Netherlands)  is  not  Den  Haag  (The  Hague)  but  Amsterdam. 
Den  Haag  is  the  centre  of  the  Government,  but  the  people  in  the  rest  of  the 
country  call  it  "the  biggest  village",  as  it  has  never  received  city  rights. 

Restaurants  and  theatres  are  open  on  Sundays ,     Soccer  is  the  national 
game  and  important  events  in  sports  always  take  place  on  a  Sunday. 

Grass  hockey,  mainly  played  by  men,  is  the  fastest  field  game  when 
well-played.    Holland  placed  second  in  the  Olympic  games  in  Helsinki. 

Every  city  has  its  walking  clubs.     They  have  their  own  uniforms,  and, 
when  marching,  usually  have  drums,  bugles,  and  mouth-organs.    Every  year  in 
August  people  from  all  over  Western  Europe  meet-  in  Nymegen  (ten  miles  south 
of  Arnheim)  for  the  "Vierdaagse" ,  a  four-day  marching  event  without  compet- 
ition.  (Speed -marching  is  not  allowed).     The  majority  of  the  marchers,  some 
10,000  in  1955,  is  made  up  of  military  personnel  and  police-groups.  Political 
groups  are  not  permitted  to  participate.       Canadian,  British,  French,  Belgian, 
Norwegian  and  Dutch  servicemen  participate.     The  day  before  the  start,  a  big 
parade  is  held  in  the  stadium  and  the  flags  of  the  different  nations  are 
raised  and  the  anthems  played.     All  Nymegan  is  involved  during  this  week  as 
troops  and  civilians  are  billeted  in  the  town.     Civilians  from  sixteen  to 
eighteen  years  old  walk  every  day  a  distance  of  25  miles,  and  included  in 
this  group  are  women  over  18  years,  and  the  military  groups  with  rifles  and 
packs.    Men  over  18  march  35  miles.     Every  day  a  different  route  is  followed 
over  'good  and  bad  roads,  the  second  day  being  the  toughest.     In  the  afternoons 
thousands  of  people  line  the  streets  and  cheer.    During  the  day  along  the 
route,  big  companies  hand  out  free  samples  of  their  products,  such  as  bananas, 
grapes,  Ovaltine,  and  talcum  powder.     Eau  de  Cologne  is  sprayed  upon  weary 
marchers.      The  last,  day,  of  course,  is  the  climax.     Entering  the  city  again, 
everybody  is  handed  flowers,  very  often  by  total  strangers.     Several  bands 
march  the  groups  back  into  town.     Even  seventy-  and  eighty-year  old  gentle- 
men come  marching  as  spry  as  any  young  man.     The  Vierdaagse  medal  is  highly 
prized.    Usually  Prince  Bernhard  or  some  general  hands  out  the  group-medals 
to  the  military  commanders. 

The  main  reason  people  keep  coming  back  is  the  spirit  of  good  fellow- 
ship.    International  relations  during  these  four  days  are  marvellous. 
Thousands  of  tourists  flock  to  the  gaily  decorated  city.     The  last  day  is 
closed  with  the  flag  ceremony.     In  the  evening  everybody  goes  to  "the  Ball", 
blisters  or  no  blisters'. 

Ah,  to  walk  the  Vierdaagse  again!'.     In  Nymegen,  my  old  home  town.

I 
would  like  to  play  some  little  part  in  leading  them  to  Truth, 
to  their  Eternal  Goal,  remembering  the  words  of  Scripture:
